Washington, Sept. 20 (AP).—The j 
Reconstruction Finance corporation j 
wants proponents of small self-liqul- j 
dating projects to hurry in their ap- I 
plications and thus help create jobs. 
Making this known, it also an ­ 
nounced a $2,000,000 "work" loan to j 
the Pennsylvania Railroad company, I 
creating an estimated 2000 jobs.

made as well an emergency relief j 
allowance of $283,367 to Virginia. 
Through Harvey Couch, a direc­ 
tor, the corporation issued the call 
for small projects, The statem ent, 
he said, was "to correct a false im­ 
pression that seems to exist in the 
minds of some people to the effect 
that the corporation is not interest­ 
ed in making small loans fur self- 
liquidating projects.” 
"It is tile policy of the corpora­ 
tion,” lie said, "to look favorably 
upon all applications regardless of 
the am ount involved if the projects 
meet the requirements of tile act as 
to eligibility, self-liquidating char­ 
acter and sufficiency of security, and 
will create employment."
